Justice Hagncr yesterday decided against
Mrs. Slack upon all the points involved
In the proceedings Instituted In equity
court, No. 2. under the application made
ty the nest friend of her two children for
on Injunction to restrain all portics from
further action In any phase cf the

rending the consideration of
the will oralcst upon Its merits.

The Justice granted the injunction and
left the children in the care of Mrs. Addle
Black Perrine, their testamentary guardian,
but gl ing the mother the unrestricted right
to see tl c little ones and prohibiting the
guardian from doing or saying anything
to alienate the children's infections from
their mother.

The decision was quite lengthy, and was
an exhaustive review of the vt hoie ease. The
Justice hi Id tl at the statute of Charles II,
upon which the claim of a father's right
to bequeath the care nnd custody of ills
children was based, to be in full force and
effect.

Touching upon the proceedings In New
Jersey, and u e decision tl ere in favor of
the mother. Justice Hagner held that no
action there taken under the writs of
habeas corpus Is hindiug upon Mrs. Perruie.

Stating that the duty imposed upon him
was the most unpleasant that he had ever
been cailedupsn to perform. Justice Ilagncr
referred to the Innocent children as thosewhoseinterestswerereally involved. andsaid
It was a matter or great regret that they

should be madecosnlzant of theunfortunate
state or alfairs. They hate heard much, he
said, that will sadden their lives and
cloud their future.

It has been said, the Justice rcninrkcd,
when discussing another feature, that when
the father obtained control or the childrenthat he. was keeping theiu as a mutter or
favor to the mother, and that he was boundto hold tl.eni as subject to her orders. Inpoint of fart and In law the father was theonly lawful guardian.
